Thuja occidentalis (AMERICAN AKBGRV.:TAE or WHITE CEDAR) 40 to 50 feet high; it grows ell OID ee f 
muck soils and on upland soils. It predtces wood of high durability and is one-of the pest deer browse trees mn, 
It is used as a speciman tree in large lawns and is used for hedges, it is easy to shear.

Picea canadensis (WHITE SPRUCE) 50 to 60 feet high; thrives in moist cool soil, any type. It is used 
mainly for paper pulp and Christinas trees.

Pinus banksiana (JACK PINE) 20 to 30 feet high; grows well on the poorest and dry light soil. It should 
have plenty of sun. It is useful for(sand dune control and quick-growing windbreaks, paper pulp and 
cheap lumber. It is one of the fastest growing pines and reaches maturity early.

Pinus resinosa (RED or NORWAY PINE) 70 to 80 feet high; one of the best pines. It prefers well drained 
sandy loam soils, it will stand only a little shade. it is useful for sand control, lumber and for shelter- 
belts. This tree is not seriously affected by disease or insects.

Pinus strobus (WHITE PINE) 60 to 80 feet high; grows on a variety of scil from sand to heavy clay, 
it does best on sands which are not the very poorest. It grows on fairly wet ground which is almost a 
marsh, but will not be as vigorous as when planted on a better drained soil. It will stand a little shade. 
It is useful for lumber, paper pulp and sheldterbelts. Makes a fine hedge, has light green foliage. (This 
White Pine is grown in a sanitary nursery where Ribes have been eradicated by the USDA.

Pinus sylvestris (SCOTCH PINE) 60 to 80 feet high; grows on poor sand as well as on heavier sgoils. 
Used for windbreaks and sand dune control. Prefers full sun. Is used for Christmas trees.

We consider seedlings under 2 or 3 inches too small for field planting and we think that they should be 
bedded out where they can be watered, shaded and weeded for about two years, they are small due to 
over crowding in the seed bed, but have good root systems and grow well when transplanted and given 
room. 


EXPLANATION OF PRICE LIST: 

“T close’ indicates close transplants (that is the result of small 2-year seedlings that have been root 
pruned and transplanted close to-gether and the grown for two years ‘(2-2)’ the first number indi- 
cates the number of years in the seed bed the second number indicates the number of years in the 
transplant bed.
